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Foot and Mouth Disease 
Spreads Across Britain

LONDON (API — The smoky 
reek of death rises over Brit­ 
ain's russet countryside this 
fall. The nation is burning in­ 
fected livestock. 
The worst epizootic of foot 
and mouth disease this island 
has ever known has brought the 
destruction of more than 200.000 
animals—cattle, 
sheep, 
pigs, 
goats. 
More than 1.000 farms and 14 
northern counties are directly 
affected The rest of the nation 
is in a state of virtual siege in 
an attempt to keep the disease 
from spreading 
Standstill orders prohibit the 
movement of cattle, sheep or 


pigs The markets are silent and 
deserted, their stalls empty. 
The 500 veterinarians fighting 
the epizootic—annual version of 
an epidemic—say the virus is 
the most virulent encountered 
yet. They aren t sure of its ori­ 
gin but they believe that a farm­ 
er's boot, a truck tire or a sud­ 
den change of wind can spread 
it 
Since the accepted method of 
control is slaughter, each new 
outbreak means another farm­ 
ers livestock is wiped out. 
The farmer gets market val­ 
ue for his lost stock He gets 
nothing for the consequential 
losses—milk vield. butter sales, 
the cost of building a new herd 
To some the spread of the dis­

Spiked 
Spud Is 
Seized

WASHINGTON (AP) - An 
eagle-eyed federal inspector at 
Eagle Pass, Tex., spotted a raw 
potato on the top of a car radio 
antenna. 
Dismissing the driver s plea 
that the spud improved his ra­ 
dio reception, the inspector con­ 
fiscated the potato as represent­ 
ing a potential hazard to the na­ 
tion’s food supply. 
Although more unusual than 
most, the suspect potato was 
just one of more than half a mil­ 
lion items seized by government 
inspectors during the past fiscal 
year at sea ports, airfields and 
roadway points on entry into 
this country. 
The Agriculture Department, 
which runs the inspection pro­ 
gram. said some of the items 
deemeu possibly hazardous har­ 
bored foreign insects and plant 
and animal diseases that could 
cause enormous damage to U.S. 
food production should they gain 
a foothold. 
The antenna-borne potato, for 
instance, might have spread the 
destructive microscopic nema­ 
tode pest. 
Other potentially hazardous 
items were found in travelers' 
baggage, cargo, 
mail. 
cars, 
ships and planes arriving from 
foreign nations. Examined in all 
were 48 million pieces of bag­ 
gage and nearly 57 million 
pieces of mail from abroad. 
Not all the inspections were so 
routine. 
In New York, for instance, in­ 
spectors confiscated from a 
youthful

traveler 
his 
“ special charm” against small­ 
pox. The charm, a bundle of 
twigs wrapped in leaves, was 
found to bear several foreign in­ 
sect pests, including a highly 
destructive citrus blackflv. 
And in Miami an inspector 
seized avocados from a bassinet 
also containing an infant. For- 
eign-grown avocados are barred 
from entry because they often 
contain larvae of the avocado 
seed moth, a serious pest in Lat­ 
in America. 


Says Mass 
Poisoning 
Possible

ATLANTA. Ga. (AP) - A 
U.S. pesticide expert says it is a 
miracle that mass poisoning by 
an insecticide, similar to the 
poisoning of scores of persons in 
Colombia last week, has not oc­ 
curred in this country . 
“ It could happen." says Dr. 
Samuel W. Simmons, chief of 
the U.S Public Health Service's 
pesticides program at the Com­ 
municable Disease Center in At­ 
lanta. 
At least 76 men. women, and 
children in Chiquinquira. Col­ 
ombia died last weekend after 
eating bread poisoned with a 
deadly insecticide whose effects 
are similar to nerve gas 
Another 86 Colombians are re­ 
ported in critical condition de­ 
spite antidotes rushed to Colom­ 
bia from the United States. 
More than 50 state and local 
health officials are meeting with 
Simmons in a conference on the 
investigation of chemical poi­ 
sonings such as those in Colom­ 
bia. 
Commenting on the possibility 
of similar deaths in the United 
States. Simmons said in an in­ 
terview there is little real regu­ 
lation of the purchase of the 
transportation of pesticides. 
“ Take the loading of pesti­ 
cides aboard ship, for instance. 
Ships are supposed never to 
load food with pesticides or poi­ 
son. But the list of poisons is not 
kept up to date. A pesticide not 
on the list simply isn’t consid­ 
ered poison,” he said. 
The recent deaths in Colom­ 
bia. as well as poisonings in 
Mexico. Arcadia. Fla. and St. 
Louis. Mo., show the need for 
training state and local health 
officials in modern techniques 
of investigating chemical poi­ 
sonings. Simmons said. 
More than 400 persons are 
now employed by the U.S. Publ­ 
ic Health Service in the pesti­ 
cides program based in Atlanta.

Plans Use 
Of Policy 
Of Dissent

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen 
Eugene J. McCarthy of Minne­ 
sota intends to hoist his banner 
of Vietnam policy dissent in at 
least four Democratic presiden­ 
tial primaries next year. 
McCarthy plans to announce 
formally today his intention to 
challenge President Johnson for 
the 1968 Democratic nomination 
for the White House 
His announced aim: To force 
a shift in U.S. policy in the Viet­ 
nam war. 
McCarthy indicated in adv­ 
ance that his target list includes 
the primaries in Wisconsin on 
April 2. Nebraska on May 14, 
Oregon 
on 
May 
28 
and 
California June 4. 
He lists two other primaries 
as questionable, regarding his 
entry—the opening race in New 
Hampshire on March 12. and 
the April 30 balloting in Massa­ 
chusetts. 
Actually, the races in Wiscon­ 
sin. Nebraska and Oregon are 
automatic for a presidential 
contender because state election 
laws in those states require that 
all candidates, in both parties, 
be listed on the ballot. 
McCarthy hopes to gain a sig­ 
nificant vote against Johnson in 
Wisconsin, 
acknowledges 
he 
may have little success in Ne­ 
braska. expresses belief he can 
do well in Oregon. 
That leaves the final contest 
in California, a crucial one in 
McCarthy's view. He hopes to 
secure the support of the dissi­ 
dent 
California 
Democratic 
Council for his effort there. 
McCarthy acknowledges the 
task of wresting the nomination 
from an incumbent President is 
virtually impossible. But he 
maintains the Democratic party 
must conduct a campaign de­ 
bate over Vietnam policy. 
Should McCarthy enter the 
New Hampshire or Massachu­ 
setts contest, he would be likely 
to face stand-in Democrats run­ 
ning in Johnson's behalf. 
That was the strategy used bv 
the White House in 1964 against 
the primary challenge of former 
then-Gov. George C. Wallace of 
Alabama. 
In New Hampshire, the ad­ 
ministration stand-in could be 
Gov. John W. King or Sen. 
Thomas J. McIntyre. 
And there have been reports 
the White House might turn to 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy for 
Massachusetts assistance. 
The role McCarthy has chosen 
is an ironic one. for the 51-vear- 
old Democrat was among the 
men Johnson hinted he might 
want as a vice presidential run­ 
ning mate in the 1964 election. 
McCarthy clearly would have 
liked the job and a brochure he 
put out at the time included this

By CYNTHIA LOWRY 
AP Television-Radio Writer 
NEW YORK (AP) - The 
warm, friendly and funny image 
projected over three decades by 
the 
remarkable 
Bob 
Hope 
makes it possible to pull off in­ 
teresting and appealing televi­ 
sion 
programs 
in 
awkward 
places that NBC would not wish 
on its deadliest rival. 
The 
prime 
example, 
of 
course, is Hope’s annual Christ­ 
mas show—which will be filmed 
as usual next month while Hope 
and his hardy troupe are on a 
whirlwind tour of servicemen. 
Nobodv — except Hope—could 1 
get away witn a variety show 
filmed under the impossible 
conditions of impromptu stages 
and casual camera positions at 
camps, hospitals and on the 
deck of ships. 
On Wednesday night, Hope— 
whose interest in education is 
apparently almost as strong as 
his concern for our fighting men 
—took his show to a temporary 
stage set up in a large gymna­ 
sium on the campus of the Uni­ 
versity of California at Los An­ 
geles—not exactly an ideal TV 
studio. 
The 
sets 
were 
practically 
skeletons, there was little room 
to dance and occasionally the 
lips of one of the performers 
was not synchronized with the 
prerecorded words of a song. 
The sketch—a college football 
theme, naturally, seemed to 
have been tossed together on 
short notice. Yet. somehow it 
worked well. 
At the end of the frolic. Hope 
delivered a short, pithy speech 
appealing for support of col­ 
leges.

With past differences appar­ 
ently forgotten, the AFL-CIO 
building and construction trades 
department planned a red car­ 
pet welcome for Secretary Rob­ 
ert C. Weaver of the Depart­ 
ment of Housing and Urban De­ 
velopment. 
The appearance of Weaver, 
the only Negro in President 
Johnson's Cabinet, followed a 
proposal by the construction 
unions to help train Negro 
youths 
for 
slum 
rebuilding 
work. 
“ We should work with and 
help train these youths when 
they apply and show serious in­ 
tent.” said C.J. Haggerty, presi­ 
dent of the 18-union group. 
The question of bringing un­ 
skilled Negro slum youths into 
union apprenticeship programs 
has long been a source of fric­ 
tion between labor leaders and 
some government officials. 
Secretary of Labor W. Willard 
Wirtz said Wednesday Hagger­ 
ty’s proposal was encouraging if 
the unions will follow through 
with it. and might help keep the 
government from having to act 
as a “ policeman” over equal 
job opportunities 
Haggerty pledged to Weaver 
“ our 
full 
cooperation, 
our 
know-how, our resources and 
our manpower in the vast pro­ 
gram of rebuilding our cities.” 
The government recently an­ 
nounced grants to 63 cities for 
planning slum rebuilding pro­ 
jects under the new multimil- 
lion-dollar model cities pro­ 
gram. 
While union officials conc eded

Red War 
Bid Is 
Defeated

BU DOP. Vietnam (AP) — 
Backed by big artillery rockets 
and heavy mortars, a large 
Communist 
force 
attempted 
Wednesday night to overrun a 
battalion from the U.S. 1st In- 
fantiy Division staked out as 
bait. The Communist assault 
died at a big concrete cross in a 
Roman Catholic cemetery 50 
yards from the American lines. 
Using tactics that have cost 
them dearly this year in fight­ 
ing north of Saigon, the Commu­ 
nists attempted again to over­ 
whelm well dug-in American po­ 
sitions but American infantry­ 
men. artillery and air power 
hurled them back and inflicted 
heavy casualties. 
Twenty enemy bodies were 
found on the battlefield, and one 
wounded man was captured. 
But the fleeing Reds carried 
away many more dead. 
Seven Americans were killed 
and 13 were wounded. One 
122mm enemy rocket scored a 
direct hit on an American bunk­ 
er. killing the three men inside 
and burying them under five 
feet of dirt. 
A mortar crew fighting val­ 
iantly in the open was wiped out 
by a direct hit. 
The attack came at 10 p.m. as 
many Americans slept in the 
open while their comrades kept 
watch. The first salvo of 122mm 
rockets sent men scrambling for 
their sandbagged bunkers. Mor­ 
tars and antitank rockets began 
dropping in, making bright or­ 
ange-yellow flashes in the night 
and spewing thousands of pieces 
of shrapnel. 
“ Doc! Doc! Hey. where's the 
medic'?” a man called as he 
dodged among the bunkers. 
Moments later machine guns 
began spraying the American 
positions. 
A mortar round hit a rubber 
gasoline storage dump set up 
for helicopters and a sheet of 
flame shot several hundred feet 
into the air. The fiery tails of 
Communist 
rockets 
arched 
through the night sky. 
Ground fire intensified as the 
enemy massed for a ground at­ 
tack. Antitank rockets were 
launched at the forward Ameri­ 
can bunkers but failed to knock 
any out. 
More firing touched off anoth 
er part of the gasoline dump. 
American artillery fired point- 
blank into the edge of a rubber 
plantation 
100 
yards 
away 
where the Communists were 
massing. Helicopter gunships 
with machine guns and rockets 
joined the fighting at 10:38 p.m., 
but the enemy mortar and ma­ 
chine gun fire continued without 
letup 
The U.S. artillery was explod­ 
ing so close to the American po­ 
sitions that bits of shrapnel fell 
within the lines. 
Men called to neighboring 
bunkers to check on their bud­ 
dies. Calls to the northeast cor­ 
ner bunker went unanswered. It 
was the one wiped out by a 
122mm rocket. 
A necklace of flares dropped 
by Air Force planes allowed the 
infantrymen on both sides to 
aim their weapons accurately. 
At the battalion aid station, 
the battle to save lives was un­ 
der way. 
One man had been hit in the 
mouth 
and 
was 
strangling. 
Capt. Samuel Kalush of Lock- 
port, N.Y., performed a trache­ 
otomy on the dirt floor of the 
tent. 
A medic, Pfc. Thomas Torres 
of Houston. Tex., reported he 
had found a man with a head 
wound and had begun carrying 
him to the aid station. 
“ But he stopped breathing 
and I lost him,” Torres said,” I 
tried. I did what I could.” 
On the east perimeter, the 
flames from the gasoline fire 
silhouetted a seven-foot cross in 
a Roman Catholic graveyard. 
Americans in the bunkers could 
see movement in the rubber 
trees beyond and called in more 
direct artillery fire. 
Air Force jets droping cluster 
bomb units, napalm and large 
bombs repeatedly seeded the 
area with explosive and fiery 
death. 
Shrapnel chipped away at the 
big cross and smaller ones near­ 
by in the cemetery. 
Spec. 4 Marty Cardines of Des 
Moines. Iowa, grinned and re­ 
ported he had hit one of the at­ 
tacking troops in the chest with 
his m79 grenade launcher. 
"It just lit him all up and 
blew him away,” he said. 
“ Man, they tangled with the 
wrong outfit this time,” a buddy 
said with gusto.

NEW YORK (AF) - Robert 
McNamara’s departure from 
the position of defease secretary 
may not remove him entirely 
from the problems of Vietnam. 
It could, eventually, involve him 
deeply, but in a far different 
role 
As president of the World 
Bank. McNamara would hold a 
highly respoasible position in 
the economic development of 
smaller natioas After the war 
ends in Vietnam, the bank con­ 
ceivably could be a financier of 
the nation's development 
The 2l-year-old World Bank is 
unique Its members come from 
all parts of the world and its fi­ 
nancial resources do also; it 
lends money for projec'ts in all 
parts of the world and its staff 
IS drawn from all nations. 
Owned by shareholder govern­ 
ments. It makes long term loans 
at regular interest rates to de­ 
veloping nations for electric 
power, transportation, agricul­ 
ture. industry' and education. 
From Its headquarters at 17th 
and L Streets, Washington, it al­ 
ready has lent $10 billion, of 
which $3 billion has already 
been repaid. This leads to the 
question of where the monev 
comes from. 
Member countries put up 
some capital, but the larger 
part of the bank’s resources 
comes from borrowing in the 
capital markets, much as any 
corporation would. It is Ls a 
profit-seeking 
venture. 
Last 
year it made $170 million 
It also has a mandate to stay 
out of Pontic'S, although of ne- 
ces.sity It has become deeply in­ 
volved in giving advice on eco­ 
nomics. engineering and admin­ 
istration along with its money. 
The term World Bank is ac­ 
tually the popular designation 
for a group of three institutions 
centered on the International 


Bank for Reconstruction and 
Development, which by itself is 
also called the World Bank. 
Allied with it is the Interna­ 
tional Development Association, 
or IDA. which handles the same 
type of business as the IBRD 
but on easier repayment condi­ 
tions. It deals with the very 
poorest countries, and more 
than 70 per cent of its $1.6 bil­ 
lion of commitments have been 
in Asia 
The third institution in the 
World Bank group is the Inter­ 
national Finance Corporation, 
or IFC. which lends directly to 
private parties rather than to 
governments. .Most of its $200 
million in commitments is in 
Latin America. 
Sinc'e the World Bank presi­ 
dent heads all three institutions, 
it isn’t difficult to imagine the 
power of that office.

HOLLYWOOD (AP) - Was it 
the supremely diabolical plot by 
the agency of evil. Thrush? Or 
was it merely anemia of the rat­ 
ings that killed “ The Man from 
Uncle” ? 
Robert Vaughn, who has been 
thwarting Thrush for 3V2 years 
in the title role of the MGM- 
NBC television series, suspects 
the ratings were the real cul­ 
prit. Whatever the cause. “ UN­ 
C LE” makes an ignominious 
midseason departure from the 
network in January. The series 
will shortly be popping up on lo­ 
cal stations via syndication. 
It was fun while it lasted. 
Vaughn as Napoleon Solo and 
British actor David McCall urn 
as Illva Kurvakin became the 
television equivalents of mati­ 
nee idols and were mobbed on 
personal 
appearances. 
They 
made many such tours in the 
first season, and their efforts 
played a big role in assuring a 
renewal for the series, which 
took time to build its audience. 
Teen-agers and collegiates 
provided the core of “ UN­ 
CLE'S” popularity. Some were 
fooled by the phony tag at the 
end of the show acknowledging 
the cooperation of the “ United 
Command for Law and Enforce­ 
ment.” The United Nations 
headquarters in New York was 
flooded with inquiries about the 
organization. 
Commenting on the show's 
closing. 
Vaughn opined: 
“ I 
think the fad dissipated itself, 
just as all fads must. The movie 
market was inundated with spy 
satires of the Our Man Flint' 
type. Television had its own cy­ 
cle of satires with Get Smart.' 
Wild Wild West' and others.” 
Vaughn ag reed that the 
switch of time periods from Fri­ 
day to Monday did not help his 
show's chances—“ Our audience 
wasn’t able to find us.”

enough. 
“ Now 1 want to do feature 
films I can work half the time 
for twice the money that I 
earned in television. If I made 
two pictures a year. I would 
have six months left for my 
other activities.”

The model of the $1.5 million 
peace center was flown here 
from 
Jerusalem 
where

structure in native stone is ris­ 
ing on the slopes of Mount Sco­ 
pus overlooking the biblical 
city. Completion of the center 
is scheduled in time for Tru­ 
man's 84th birthdav. May 8. 
1968. 
“ It is a matter of deep satis­ 
faction to me that this institu­ 
tion situated in the Holy Land, 
dedicated to mankind's aspira­ 
tions for peace, is to bear my 
name." he said. 
The institute was financed by 
contributions, and the site was 
donated. A formal dedication 
was held Jan. 19. 1966. at the 
Truman Library here, attended 
by President Johnson and other 
dignitaries.

Enem ies Pla nned to '’Get’ McNa ma ra

WASHINGTON — Three y ears ago. Rep. Edward 
Hebert of Lou isiana, the resou rcefu l and able third- 
ranking member of the Hou se Armed Serv ices 
Committee, called in one of the au thors of this 
colu mn and asked cooperation in a plan to "get” 
Secretaiy of Defense McNamara. 
The plan inclu ded keeping the new chairman of 
the Armed Serv ices Committee. Mendel Riv ers of 
Sou th Carolina, sober and u sing him to battle 
against McNamara, the civ ilian boss of the 
Pentagon, whom the generals, the admirals and the 
hawks on Capitol Hill hated. Hebert ex pressed the 
hope that this colu mn wou ld not report on Riv ers’s 
alcoholic binges. 
Today , three y ears later, the hawks and the 
military hav e "got" their man. 
The ex it of Robert McNamara, only Secretary of 
Defense in history who has stood u p against the 
military , came abou t on his own initiativ e, primarily 
becau se he felt he had lost his u sefu lness on Capitol 
Hill. He knew that the President sets great store on 
good relations with the Hill, and that enemies on the 
Hill were planning to ex plode three time bombs 
against McNamara du ring the election y ear. They 
were: 
Bomb No. 1 — Rep. Porter Hardy . D-Va., wou ld 
pu blish the bitter criticism of their civ ilian chief by 
generals and admirals. 
Bomb No. 
2 — Sen. John McClellan, D-Ark.. 
wou ld continu e his hearings on the TFX airplane 
contract. 
Bomb No. 3 — Sen. John Stennis, D-Miss., showed 
no sign of su spending his hearings on McNamara’s 
civ ilian control of the Pentagon. 
These and other factors had cau sed McNamara to 
consider for some time retiring as Secretary of 
Defense, He figu red that if he did so nex t y ear, an 
election y ear, it wou ld hu rt Ly ndon Johnson 
politically . This was the last thing he wanted to do. 
The President has shown great loy alty to the 
Secretary of Defense. So McNamara made the 
decision to annou nce his retirement now. 


-—Dou bts Ov er Bombing- 
Other factors were also inv olv ed. In addition to his 
sou r relations on Capitol Hill which he knew 
concerned a president who had serv ed 26 y ears on 
the Hill. McNamara nu rses a nagging concern in his 
lOwn conscience ov er bombing of North Vietnam. He 
had gone along with it, bu t he had reserv ations, and 
some of his blu nt dou bts u pset the generals and 
admirals. 
He was among the v ery close circle of adv isers 
consu lted by the President abou t ex tending the 
bombing holiday this Christmas and New Year’s, 
and was strong for it. Howev er, since Gen. William 
Westmoreland’s v isit to Washington, the President 
has indicated he was not going to take McNamara’s 
adv ice. 
There has also been a ru nning-fire series of 
disagreements with the joint chiefs of staff. These 
hav e not been abrasiv e or bitter. They hav e been 
sincere and reasonable, differences between men 
who had the welfare of their cou ntry at heart. Bu t 
the hawks on Capitol Hill hav e fanned them into 
distu rbing proportions. 
The chief differences were: 
1. The TFX Contract, ov er which McNamara got 
Admiral George Anderson transferred from Chief of 
Nav al Operations to be Amb issador to Portu gal. On 
this, McNamara was prov ed wrong. The TFX has 
not been su itable for Nav y carriers. 
2. Nu clear ships, which the admirals wanted bu t 
which McNamara ov erru led on the grou nd of cost- 
effectiv eness. He keeps hammering on this. The 
military keep hammering on national secu rity 
regardless of cost. 
* 
3. The anti-ballistic missile sy stem. This also 
inv olv ed secu rity v s. cost efficiency . McNamara 
argu ed that scientific » progress was so fast that the 
anti-ballistic missile sy stem wou ld be ou t of date 
before it was bu ilt, that there was no u se spending 
$40 billion on it. 
A compromise was reached whereby we are 
spending $5 billion on a thin ABM sy stem to protect 
against Chinese missiles. Priv ately McNamara still 
feels this is $5 billion down the drain. 
4. Manpower. Westmoreland still wants more 
than 5 25 .000 men in Vietnam, thou gh he’s taking this 
figu re as the minimu m. On this, McNamara is in the 
middle between the military and the President, who 
doesn’t want to call ou t the reserv es or increase the 
. draft. McNamara, howev er, feels Westmoreland has 
been ex trav agant with men, u sed too many on 
hou sekeeping chores, rather than combat; hasn’t 
trained enou gh Sou th Vietnamese. 
—The “McNamara Line’’— 
5 . The electronic barrier. The military hav e 
' contended this was foolish, tied u p too many troops 
to bu ild and gu ard it; that the constru ction crews 
and defending Marines are already u nder North 
Vietnam artillery fire. 
6. The chief difference, howev er, has been ov er 
bombing North Vietnam. The military leaders hav e 
alway s prey ed for more and more targets. 
McNamara has held back on risky targets He has 
been flatly oppi^d to ba|^bing too close to the 


Chinese line, or against hitting the docks in 
Haiphong harbor. 
In the end, the generals and admirals generally 
hav e won. We are now bombing within sev en miles 
of the Chinese border and the warehou ses not far 
from the Haiphong docks. 
The military complain that in the end the 
Secretary of Defense comes arou nd to their 
v iewpoint, bu t only after a delay which giv es the 
enemy time to strengthen defenses arou nd targets. 
The joint chiefs are loy al to McNamara, and once 
a decision is made they stick to it. Howev er, the 
differences hav e continu ed; at times they hav e ru n 
deep. Therefore, the only Secretaiy of Defense in 
history who has carried ou t the law that civ ilians 
shall ru n the all-powerfu l Department of Defense 
which spends two-thirds of the national bu dget, is 
now bowing ou t to the generals, the admirals and to 
the hawks on Capitol Hill.

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
Bits and pieces of ev idence make it almost certain the Viet 
Cong and Hanoi early this y ear decided to g rad im llv rptnm 
to classical gu errilla w arfare in Sou th Vietnam. 
This agonizing reappraisal apparently inv olv ed a “palace 
rev olu tion’’ in Hanoi, in which Defense Minister Giap—the 
v ictor at Dien Bien Phu —ov erthrew his chief riv als in the 
close, tight ring arou nd Ho Chi Minh. 
For more than a y ear, Viet Cong leaders had been qu arrel­ 
ing with Ho’s decisions to stress semiconv entional, big-u nit 
battles with U.S. and Sou th Vietnam forces. The same qu arrel 
had been going on in Ho’s inner circle in Hanoi. Finally , in­ 
dications are, Ho was sold on the necessity of retu rning to 
protracted su bv ersiv e insu rgency and abandoning attempts 
for a qu ick v ictory . 
The decision shou ld mean radical changes in the war. 
• The Viet Cong may now pu t heav y emphasis on creating 
“ Detroit’’- and “W atts’’-ty pe ex plosions on an ev er broaden­ 
ing scale in Sou th Vietnam’s m ajor cities and towns. 
The Commu nists hav e been relativ ely weak in the big 
cities to date, their own docu ments emphasize. Their new 
organizing-recru iting driv es may aim at slu m dwellers, dis­ 
oriented refu gee grou ps and u nsettled y ou th who hav e crowd­ 
ed into the cities, attracted by the bright lights and jobs. 
• A sharp increase is probable in political assassinations in 
both the cities and cou ntry side. 
VC terrorism cou ld be di­ 
rected against the newly elected v illage cou ncilmen and 
hamlet chiefs. Increased terrorists pressu res may be pu t on 
policemen, teachers, fishing and agricu ltu ral co-operativ e 
officials, y ou th leaders and GIs. 
• A m ajor increase in economic sabotage is planned. 
Details are not y et clear. 
• A m ajor driv e apparently is u nder way to improv e the 
qu ality and increase the nu mber of Viet Cong u ndergrou nd 
political, psy chological w arfare and economic cadres. The 
aim here is to accomplish a m ajor reorganization and restru c­ 
tu ring of the Commu nist u ndergrou nd base for long-term 
su bv ersiv e insu rgency . 
To accomplish this, the Commu nists are shifting some of 
their ablest men from mainline military forces and may send 
down men now being trained in North Vietnam. 
Many of the ablest of the VC political-economic-psy chologi­ 
cal warfare cadres were y anked ou t of the prov inces in 1965 
and 1966 to beef u p the m ilitary “driv e to v ictory .” 
Under the new program, the North Vietnam military forces 
and the Viet Cong mainline arm ies wou ld continu e to be 
employ ed as div ersionary forces to “tie down” American and 
Sou th Vietnamese armies. 
This wou ld giv e VC agents the freedom they need to 
rev am p and bu ild their organization in ru ral hamlets, city 
slu ms and refu gee camps for the long hau l they see ahead.

State to Rev erse 
License Plate Colors 
JEFFERSON CITY-Stite license plates for 
passenger au tomobiles will be rev ersed in color 
beginning in Janu ary from white on dark green to 
green on white, according to Howard W. Smith, 
director of Motor Vehicle Registration. 
Smith said that the color for 1969 plates had not 
been determined, bu t that a decision wou ld be made 
near the first of the y ear. Missou ri changed last y ear 
from issu ing annu al stickers to making new plates 
each y ear. 
The old maroon plates will be ou t of circu lation as 
of Jan. 1, bu t a new maroon on white plate will be 
u sed nex t y ear for tru cks and some bu ses. 
Bey ond local tru cks, commercial bu ses and 
trailers will be display ing white on black license, 
while owners of historic motors will pu rchase a 
black on white plate, Missou ri official cars and State 
Highway Patrol cars will keep their present white on 
dark green license plates. 
Smith ex pects that the Legislatu re will v ote 
approv al of reflectorized plates in the 1969 regu lar 
session, despite the fact that a similar measu re 
was defeated in the last session. The National Safety 
Cou ncil and the National Highway Safety Act both 
hav e recommended the u se of reflectorized plates by 
states, and some already hav e adopted the u se of 
them, bu t Missou ri has balked at the ccst thu s 
far—abou t 25 cents compared with a nine cent cost 
for the cu rrent plates. 
Another mov e may be made du ring the nex t 
regu lar legislativ e session to retu rn Missou ri to 
u sing two plates instead of one. The practice was 
abandoned sev eral y ears ago, bu t law enforcement 
agencies hav e consistently lobbied for reinstating 
this practice. 
The Missou ri Highway Patrol has fav ored the u se 
of reflectorized plates, bu t has not taken a position 
on the u se of du al plates. 
The u se of annu al plates is costing the state more 
than twice the amou nt spent for stickers—which 
were abou t fou r cents each—bu t the ov erall 
operation is ex pected to be less ex pensiv e and time- 
consu ming since many stickers were often lost, 
easily copied, and frequ ently stolen, creating u ndu e 
administrativ e problems. 
Hearnes To Ask For 
ADC With Fathere 
Gov . Warren E. Hearnes has annou nced that he 
will inclu de legislation to prov ide state welfare aid 
to dependent children of u nemploy ed fathers liv ing 
at home in the u pcoming special session of the 
General Assembly . 
The gov ernor appears to be retreating somewhat 
from his earlier position that he wou ld not introdu ce 
legislation which did not hav e a su bstantial chance 
of passing. Ac similar bill was introdu ced in the last 
session of the Legislatu re bu t failed in the Senate. 
Hearnes said, howev er, that a poll of Senators 
showed that it wou ld pass if introdu ced this time. 
The gov ernor said an amendment adopted by the 
United States Senate reinforced his intention to pu t 
the welfare measu re in his call for the special 
session. A special session cannot consider only bills 
ex cept those set forth by the gov ernor. 
The Senate amendment wou ld requ ire all states to 
prov ide welfare aid to dependent children of 
u nemploy ed fathers to the fathers also. Missou ri 
only giv es welfare aid to dependent children only if 
one parent, u su ally the father, is not liv ing in the 
home.

THE DOCTOR SAYS 


Lungs Work Harder 
Warming Cold Air 


By W AYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M. D. 


In preparation for what may be a long, hard 
winter, let u s consider frostbite and its prev ention. 
Like bu rns, it may be classified as first, second or 
third degree. A first-degree frostbite cau ses redness 
of the skin and mild itching. This is sometimes 
called chilblain. A second-degree cold inju ry cau ses 
blisters and in third-degree frostbite there is 
gangrene of the skin and damage to some of the 
tissu es beneath the skin. 
The important thing to remember when y ou go 
ou t on a cold day is that still air at below freezing 
temperatu res is nowhere near as damaging as an icy 
wind. For ex ample, an ou tdoor temperatu re of —60 
degrees with no wind will not cau se as mu ch 
damage as a 
temperatu re of —10 degrees 
accompanied by a wind of only 10 m.p.h. That is 
why the Eskimo parka offers su ch complete 
protection. The fu r on the inside, nex t to the body , 
forms a blanket of warmed air. The oiled ou ter 
su rface acts as a wind-breaker, and fitting the parka 
snu gly arou nd the head and neck keeps the warm air 
from escaping. 
Another point to remember is that the colder and 
drier the air y ou breathe, the harder it is for y ou r 
lu ngs to warm and moisten it. Too great a chilling of 
y ou r lu ngs will damage them. This can be prev ented 
by wrapping a woolen mu ffler arou nd y ou r mou th 
and nose or by u sing one of the breath warmers now 
av ailable in stores offering equ ipment for winter 
sports. 
Q I am 83 and hav e had cataracts remov ed. 
When I got the lenses of my spectacles changed they 
u sed plastic instead of glass. Do y ou think they are 
as good? 
A—Plastic lenses are equ ally as good as glass. 
They hav e the adv antage that they are of mu ch 
lighter weight and cau se less pressu re on the nose. 
This is especially helpfu l to persons who, like 
y ou rself, mu st wear thick lenses. The only 
disadv antage is that they become scratched more 
easily . They cannot be cleaned with silicon lens 
paper for this reason. Ev en u sing a dry handkerchief 
to clean them may scratch them u nless they are 
washed gently with soap and water first to remov e 
any grit that may be sticking to them. 
Q—In a recent colu mn y ou recommended v anillic 
diethy lamide for adv anced emphy sema. I hav e tried 
to pu rchase this dru g bu t the local pharmacists hav e 
nev er heard of it. 
A—This dru g, ethamiv an (Emiv an). can be 
pu rchased onlv with a prescription

Q — I ju st sold my hou se and had to pay a penalty 
on my mortgage since I paid it u p early . Can I 
dedu ct this penalty when I file my tax retu rn nex t 
y ear or do I add the penalty in as a cost of selling the 
hou se? 
A — The penalty for pay ing off a mortgage before 
the du e date is considered an interest charge and 
shou ld be inclu ded with y ou r other interest 
pay ments when y ou itemize dedu ctions. This 
penalty is not to be inclu ded with y ou r selling costg.

St. Lou is Job Corp s Cen ter 
Gives Girls Secon d Ch an ce

ST. LOUIS (AP)—Sherry Kin­ 
caid is an attractive 19-year-old 
blonde who looks and talks like 
an airline stewardess. But she 
is not. 
She is an ex-welfare recipient. 
Not proud of the fact she got 
married at 15 and is now di­ 
vorced, she is not ashamed eith­ 
er, She is making a comeback 
so she can return to Leaven­ 
worth. Kan., and support a son. 
Sherry worked as a car-hop 
and waitress before a welfare 
worker steered her to the St. 
Louis Corps Center for Women. 
Though she dropped out of 
school after the eighth grade, 
Sherry breezed through the high 
school diploma test a few weeks 
after arriving at the center. 
Now she is sharpening clerical 
skills and taking a course in 
graphic arts. 
“ I guess it takes a lot of 
money to run this place,” Sher­ 
ry said. “ But look at it this 
way—we’re going to be putting 
money back into the economy. 
We want to work. This is the 
last chance for many of us.” 
Sherry is one of IKK) women 
at the St. Louis center, a con­ 
verted midtown hospital It is 
one of 18 centers in the nation, 
designed to teach girls 16-22 
“ how to live.” 
Shortly after the anti-poverty 
center opened last fall it got 
publicity as a ‘ seething caul­ 
dron of hope, fear, eagerness 
and despair.” 
The headlines were over a 
few girls who were asked to 
leave for disciplinary reasons. 
While the center is not a seeth­ 
ing cauldron, it is a strange and 
forbidding place to homesick 
new arrivals Here is the way 
a government pamphlet de­ 
scribes them; 
“ They come from broken 
homes, poor schools and eco- 
nomicallv deprived communi­ 
ties They have low skills but 
normal or above average intel­ 
ligence, 
Often, 
emotionally 
starved or defeatist attitudes 
are the hall mark of girls en­ 
tering the job corps.” 
Despite a bombardment of 
counseling, about one-fourth of 
the enrollees don’t make it. 
Monty Harlow, deputy director 
at St. Louis, said “ It tears your 
heart out when a girl decides to 
walk out of here and go home 
to a place, say in Mississippi. 
She throws away a chance for 
a better life” 
An enrollee Is sent to a cen­ 
ter a good distance from home 
as a way of breaking ties that 
might influence her to leave. 
Some can hardly speak Eng­ 
lish, like Lupe Vicencio, a shy 
18-year-old with black flowing 
hair. Her family, numbering 17, 
continued speaking Spanish aft­ 
er moving from the southwest 
to Port Huron, Mich.

problem, Lupe quit school after 
the seventh grade But a coun­ 
selor would visit each fall and 
assign her to the next grade. 
She made it to junior year with­ 
out attending classes. Another 
counselor took notice and made 
Lupe realize a diploma could 
not be earned at home.

“ Birth control,” said one 
staffer, “ is not forced upon 
them!

“ The door has been thrown 
open to creativity to get the 
total job done. We feel we could 
show the public school system 
a thing or two. ” Park said.
